Violence in 
Chicago Seen 


CHICAGO (AP)-Two shoot- 


ings in two days 
involving 


whites and Negroes have stirred 
Chicago. Police and Negro lead-

The latest incident took place 


Monday night when a car filled 
with white youths sped through 
a predominanlty Negro neigh- 
borhood on the South Side. Wit- 
nesses said one youth shot and 
wounded Loretta Nolan, 11, in 
the leg. 


Despite the incidents, Negro 


leaders and police insist Chica- 
go will never be another Har- 
lem, where Negroes have been 
rioting in protest of the slaying 
of a 15-year-old boy by a New 
York City policeman. 


After the Chicago shooting po- 


lice sent three squads of Negro 
oificers to the area to handle 
the report and assess the situa- 
tion. 


"We think it's a good idea to 


use Negro officers," said acting 
Sgt. Charles Jones. "That way 
we get the pulse of the people in 
the area." 


Chuck Stone, editor of the Chi- 


cago Defender, largest Negro 
daily in the United States, said 
the situation is "potentially ex- 
plosive, 


"But with intelligent police 


handling and concern, I think 
we can forestall any full-scale 
racial rioting," he said. 


Stone, who said he got to 


know Harlem while editing the 
weekly New York Age from 1958 
to I960, said "Negroes in Chica- 
go don't have the serious mis- 
trust of police as they do in Har- 
lem.

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 


year's 
election 
campaign—in- 


cluding the candidates and the 
issues—reflects the peculiar pe- 
riod in which Americans are liv- 
ing. There has been nothing like 
it for 35 years. 


If this was a time of crisis or 


peril for the United States, the 
energies and even (lie hostilities 
of Americans would be directed 
not inward among themselves 
but outward toward the com- 
mon, 
foreign foe. 


Internal differences would bo 


submerged. 


Even if this was a time of 


depression there would be a 
common cry and search for now 
sclutions and new programs to 
snve the nation from disaster 
The people would bo wrapped in 
a common garment of uncer- 
tainty. 


But this is not that kind of 


lime. 
Compared 
with 
years 


f.cne by this is a prosperous and 
tranquil period. Because it is, 
Americans now havo the luxury 
of 
time 
for self-examination, 


self-criticism and internal hos- 
tilities. 


There has been r.o such time 


since before the 1929 market, 
crash. Then came the years of 
depression, despair and fright, 
the new programs of President 
B'ranklin D. Roosevelt and the 
gratitude for his leadership as 
expressed in the 
1936 election 


which gave him every state but 
two. 


Before 
the depression 
was 


over, 
and 
before Roosevelt's 


third election, the United States 
had moved into the anxiety and 
the preparations of the years 
just before World War II. Then 
there were the war years. 


After them—the years of re- 


conversion to peace, the stun- 
ning realization that the nation 
jhad only moved from a hot war 
to a cold one, the repeated 
crises created by communism, 
tiic Marshall Plan, the Berlin 
blockade, the Communist take- 
Over in China, the formation of 
NATO, the Korean \\ar, the nu- 
clear race with the Soviet Union 
and the agony of internal suspi- 
cion in the McCarthy era. 


The years that 'follow, the 


years of President 
Dvvight D. 


Eisenhower, were not tranquil. 
These were the years of the 
missile raca, of the probings of 
N'kita Khrushchev, of new na 
lions emerging. All of them 
were uneasy years.
